TION FOR ADOPTION BY MINISTERS WITH AN UNDERLYING REPORT 
SURVEYING STATUS OF PREPARATORY WORK AS OF END JULY. 

WE HOPED MAY PREPCOM COULD REACH DEFINITE AGREEMENT ON 
TOPICS TO BE DEALT WITH IN A DECLARATION ( I. E. REMOVE 
ALL QUESTION MARKS IN DG' S PRELIMINARY LIST) AND SUGGESTED 
DG' S LIST COULD BE GIVEN MORE SUBSTANTIVE CONTENT BY 
DRAWING ON TEXTS REFLECTING AREAS OF AGREEMENT ALREADY 
REACHED (E.G. US- EC. US- JAPAN FEB 72 DECLARATIONS AND 
AGREED SUMMING UP OF 28 TH SESSION OF CPS). WE FAVORED 
SEPARATE LISTING OF SAFEGUARDS AND WERE PREPARED CONSIDER 
ADDITION OF TRADE MEASURES FOR BOP ADJUSTMENT. 

3. EC REP ( HIJZEN) CAUTIONED AGAINST SETTING HOPES TOO 
HIGH, DOUBTED PRACTICABILITY OF FINDING COMPROMISE IN JULY 
ON CHOICE OF NEGOTIATING TECHNIQUES AND SAID MINISTERS 
SHOULD NOT BE EXPECTED MAKE SUCH CHOICE EITHER. 

HIJZEN SUGGESTED BASIC TASK FOR SEPTEMBER MINISTERIAL 
WOULD BE TO DEFINE OBJECTIVES OF NEGOTIATIONS WITH PREPCOM 
PAVING WAY WITH TEXT REFLECTING AS MUCH AGREEMENT AS POSSIBLE 
ON WHAT THOSE OBJECTIVES SHOULD BE. 

4. DISCUSSION OF DG' S NINE POINTS ( PARA 16 PREPCOM 
W/4) INCONCLUSIVE AS MOST DELS UNINSTRUCTED. THERE 
APPEARED TO BE GENERAL CONSENSUS, HOWEVER, THAT MAY 
PREPCOM SHOULD AIM FOR AGREEMENT ON TOPICS TO BE 
COVERED BY A REASONABLY CONCISE PAPER DESIGNED FOR 
ADOPTION BY MINISTERS AND AN UNDERLYING DOCUMENT COVERING 
SAME POINTS IN GREATER DEPTH. AUSTRALIA SUGGESTED LETTER 
MIGHT BE ORGANIZED IN FIVE CHAPTERS: OBJECTIVES; BASIC

5. JAPAN ( ITAHARA) WONDERED IF JULY PREPCOM COULD REALLY 
REACH AGREEMENT ON TEXT FOR ADOPTION BY MINISTERS AND 
ASKED IF OTHERS AGREED TO PLAN ON MEETING OF HIGH LEVEL 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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OFFICIALS IN TOKYO IMMEDIATELY BEFORE MINISTERIAL TO DRAFT 
SUCH TEXT. WHILE AUSTRALIAN, BRAZILIAN AND MALAYSIAN REPS 
THOUGHT SUCH MEETING MIGHT PROVE NECESSARY, CANADIAN, 

SWISS, FINNISH AND EC REPS ALL SPOKE VERY STRONGLY
